NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—A retired 
United States naval officer took 
over the questioning at the Fed- 
eral inquiry into the sinking of the 
British steamer Vestris today and 
elicited from the senior surviving 
officer of the ship that his subor- 
dinates ignored his orders when 
the vessel Sinking, that 
members of the crew were absent 


from their stations at the life 
boats, and that women and chil- 
dren passengers were placed in the 
most dangerously situated boats. 

The United States naval officer 
is Capt. EK. T. Jessup, nautical ad- 
viser to United States Commission- 
er O'Neill, who is presiding at the 
hearing. The witness he ques- 
tioned was Frank Johnson, first of- 
ficer of the Vestris. Before Jessup 
took over the questioning, Johnson 
had testified in reply to United 
States Attorne Tuttle, who is con- 
ducting the inquiry, that the re- 
lease mechanism for the life boats 
consisted of a handle which when 
pulled down was supposed to clear 
the boats, but that in two in- 
stances, at the time of the wreck, 
chains attached tothe release han- 
dles broke. 

Would Not Have Sent SOS Earlier. 

Johnson said that if he had been 
in command he would have broad- 
cast the SOS no sooner than Capt. 
William Carey did. 

As Jessup interrogated Johnson, 
Capt. Henry McConkey, British 
nautical adviser at the hearing, sat 
on the other side of Commissioner 
O'Neill, listening to the exchange 
of questions and answers. The two 
“ndvisers were appointed at the 
suggestion of the British Govern 
ment, the British Consul-Gener.] 
selecting Capt. McConkey, who i: 
marine superintendent of the Cu- 
nard line, and Tuttle choosing 
Capt. Jessup.

Capt. McConkey suggested call- 
ing as a witness Capt. Banbra, the 
master of the Vestris who preceded 
Capt. Willlam Carey, who went 
down with his ship. He also ad- 
vised offering the Lamport & Holt 
line, owners of the Vestris. the op- 
portunity to place on the stand any 
of their officers or employes with 
a view to establishing the cause of 
the disaster, in which 110 lives 
were lost, to place the responsibil- 
ity for it, and to determine if the 
ship was in proper condition to go 
to sea on its_last voyage. 

An officer of the line, who was 
present at the hearing, said he 
would produce these witnesses, and 
tomorrow was set for their testi- 
mony. 


Johnson testified that he knew 
of no instance in which the releas- 
ing apparatus had been successful- 
ly used, 

“Was there a rotor lifeboat on 
the Bestris?” Tuttle asked. “Yes.” 

“What was its capacity?” “Thir- 
ty persons." 

“Why did so few people get into 
it?” “There were so few about at 
the time. This boat was launched 
from the starboard side.” 

“There has been testimony that 
the engine of the motor boat did 
not run. Do you know why?” “I 
suppose because there was no en- 
gineer in it.” 

“Was any engineer designated to 
that boat in case of disaster?” “I 
think {it was the second engineer, 
who went down with the ship.” 

Explains List of ship. 

Capt. McConkey and Capt. E. T.

SUDERMANN, NOTED 
GERMAN WRITER, DIES

novelist, died today of inflamma- 
tion of the lungs after six weeks of

Sudermann was born in East 
Prussia in 1857 of a Mennonite 
family long settled near Elbing 
He was apprenticed to a chemist 
when 14 vears old, but succeeded 
in entering the higher schools and 
the university. He studied philoso- 
phy and history at Koenigsberg 
and Berlin was a tutor fora time 
and then became a journalist. For 
two years he was the editor of a 
paper, and then turned to the writ- 
ing of novels. He published ‘Im 
Zwielicht” in 1886, “Frau Sorge” 
(translated as ‘Dame Care’) in 
1887, ‘“Geschwister’ in 1888 and 
“Der Katzensteg” in 1890. The 
novels failed to bring him much 
recognition, but his first drama, 
“Die -Ehre,”’ produced in 1889, 
brought him fame and inaugurated 
a new period in the history of the 
German stage. 

Among his most successful dram- 
as were “‘Heimat” produced in 
1893, “Morituri” in 1896, ‘“‘Johan- 
ness’”’ in 1898, ‘“‘Es Lebe das Leben” 
in 1902 and “Stein Unter Steinen” 
in 1905. ‘“‘Heimat’’ was translated 
into English as “Magda,” and fs 
frequently played in the United 
States. 

Sudermann also was the author 
of a powerful social novel, “Es 
War,” in 1904, which like several 
of his other works was translated 
into Inglish.

Southworth, who was the “peo- 
le’s choice” in the straw vote con- 
ducted by the Post-Dispatch, poll- 
ing 937 votes to McKechnie’s 313. 
arrived in St. Louis this morning 
from his home in Columbus, O., 
and conferred with Breadon at the 
Cardinal office. 

Breadon congratulated South- 
worth on his landslide -victory in 
the Post-Dispatch straw vote and 
told him that he as owner of the 
Cardinals was pleased to cast the 
deciding ballot and to offer Billy 
the job of manager of the Cardi- 
nals. And it didn’t take South- 
worth long to decide that he would 
accept. | 

“It is a great pleasure to retur 
to St. Louis as leader of the great 
Cardinal team,” Southworth said. 
“I am highly pleased at the de, 
cision of the fans in their straw 
vote and I can’t tell you how proud 
I am to be offered the managerial! 
reins. I feel that I have a grave 
responsibility. The Cardinals have 
won two pennants and a world 
series in three years and—well it’s 
pretty hard to beat that. But the 
Cardinals are a great team and I 
believe the fans of St. Louls have 
good reason to expect the team to 
remain at or ‘ear the top.” 


Southworth was obtained by the 
Cardinals from the Giants during 
the pennant race of 1926 in ex- 
change for Heinle Mueller. He 
had been on the bench much of 
the season with. the Giants, but 
Rogers Horusby immediately made 
Southworth a regular, sending him 
to right field. Billy quickly foun 
the home-run range at Sportsman's 
Park and became a favorite with 
the fans. 

He was an especial favorite with 
the rabid rooters who frequented 
the pavilion. Whenever he made 
a timely hit. or a spectacular 
catch, the fans there gave Lim a 
great reception. Ome day an ex- 
cited cash customer threw a dollar 
bill to Southworth after Bi'ly had 
hit a home run in a pinch and that 
started a money shower.

Of slight stature and modest and 
unassuming, with a quiet manner 
of speech, he did not impress the 
average observer as managerial 
material when he was with the 
Cardinals. In 1927 he was handi- 
capped by illness and injuries and 
before the season ended Sam 
Breadon had decided that Billy 
was about at the end of his string 
as a big league player. Breadon, 
however, apparently saw Bill as a 
potential leader for he made him 
manager of the Rochester team, 
succeeding Burt Shotton, who had 
guided the International League 
farm when it was at Syracuse.

Business barometers are of so many sorts that 
each of us may have his own. Ours, we believe, is 
car-loadings. Whenever we observe that car-load- 
ings have increased over the same months a year 
ago, as they did in October of this year, we sink back 
satisfied. We know that prosperity is with us. Other 
people prefer bank clearings. Still others wait for 
gross sales.

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MR. HOOVER'S PROSPERITY PLAN. 

President-elect Hoover’s first proposal for stabiliz- 
ing prosperity was presented to the conference of 
Governors at New Orleans by Gov. Brewster of 
Maine. It was to store up a reserve fund of $3,000,- 
000,000 during prosperous times, for release on con- 
struction work during hard times, for the relief of 
unemployment. 

In the storing up of this fund and releasing it when 
needed the co-operation of national, state and munici- 
pal authorities would be necessary. The fund pre 
sumably would be reserved out of appropriations for 
public works, and presumably would be released when 
the President or some authority designated by him 
gives the word. 

That a fund of this kind would be beneficial if ex- 
pended to relieve unemployment goes without say- 
ing. Its expenditure would not only put a great many 
unemployed to work but would stimulate industry 
and commerce. The money released for materials 
and wages would help to keep things going. 

At best, however, it is a makeshift. While it would 
offer relief it would not touch the underlying causes 
| of the slackening of industry and commerce. It is 
‘not a fundamental remedy, but merely a temporary 
relief device. 

The co-operation of national, state and municipal 
authorities will mot be easy to obtain., Money ex- 
pended by these authorities is subject to appropria- 
tion by legislatures. Projects for public improvements 
are planned when the need occurs, are approved and 
the money provided by the Legislature for a needed 
use. It would be necessary for the national, state and 
municipal legislative bodies to authorize officials 
charged with the expenditure of the appropriated 
‘funds to set aside a percentage of them, to be re 
leased on some public project when required for the 
relief of unemployment. 
i'would have to be kept in reserve. 
| The plan has been tried in a measure, either 
‘through the expenditure of money contributed by the | 
| public or appropriated by legislatures, but’ not on the | 
‘large scale and definite plan proposed by Gov. Brew- | 

ster. We do not say it cannot be accomplished, but | 
|it would be an arduous and difficult task to co-ordi-|

Apropos the proposed elevated drive over Third 
street between the North and South ends of St. Louis, 
it may be interesting to learn what happened when 
a similar improvement was made in Chicago.

For three reasons, Mr. Hoover's choice of Latin-America for his pre-inauguration 
voyage was a happy one, mamely, its effect on foreign trade, on ratification by 
Latin-America of the Kellogg pact, and on questions that will be raised at the 


Pan-America conference next month.

ATIN America was a happy choice as 


Mr. Hoover’s destination, for at least 
three good reasons. There is, first, the 
littie matter of our foreign trade, with 


which Mr. Hoover is so greatly concerned, 
and about which he knows so much. We 
have not been doing so well in the past 
year or two, in comparison with Great 
Britain, and it is suspected that in part, at 
least, this relative decline is the result of 
feeling against the United States of the 
sort made manifest at the Sixth Pan-Ameri- 
ean Conference at Havana last January. It 
is doubtless expected that Mr. Hoover will 
be somewhat the same sort of salesman 
for our goods that the Prince of Wales is 
for Britain’s. 

Another important probiem whith is Ziv- 
ing Washington much concern is the rari- 
fication of the Kellogg treaty by the South 
and Central American states. With the ex- 
ception of Colombia, which ratified the 
treaty last week, the chief powers of Latin 
America have evinced little enthusiasm in 
regard to coming under its beneficent »>ro- 


Visions. They contend that before they can 
accept it they want to know just what al- 
teration is made in the Monroe Doctrine, 


and in the United States’ policy in general, 
by its terms. Since it is increasingly ap- 
parent that, to Mr. Coolidge and Mr Kel- 
logg, at any rate, the new treaty requires 
no changes either in the interpretation of 
the Doctrine, or in the American attitude in 
general, ratification by the chief South 
American powers seems rather far away. 
It may be that Mr. Hoover will be able to 
alter the impression as to what the United 
States intends to do, sufficiently to increase 
the lukewarm emoticons of the Latins to 
the boiling point. 

The third question is closely related to 
the second. It wil] be recailed that a Pan- 
American Conference on Conciliation and 
Arbitration meets in Washington beginning 
Dec. 10. It is an outgrowth of the Havana 
conference last winter, and may be of equal 
or even greater importance in determining 
future international relations in the West- 
ern Hemisphere. Despite Mr. Kellogg’s re- 
cital of achievements on the part of the 
in the field of international 
machinery for arbitration, in New York on 
Armistice day, the fact remains-that this 
country hag never yet accepted compulsory 
arbitration and shows no signs as yet of 
doing so. 

. > * 

The resolution calling the new conference 
into being says “the American Republics 
will meet. . .in a conference of conciiia- 
tion and arbitration to give conventional 
form to the realization of this principie, 
with the minimum exceptions which they 
may consider indispensabie to safeguard 
the independence and sovereignty of the 
states, as well as matters of domestic con- 
cern, and to the exciusion also of matters 
involving the interest er referring to the 
action of a state mot a party to the conven- 
tion.” Here, it is obvious, is a proposal! 
which may mean everything or nothing. 
What exceptions will the United States con- 
sider tndispensable? Will they be so num- 
erous and extensive that in fact any pos- 
sible dispute between this country and one 
of the other American powers could be ex~- 


| 
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cluded at our pleasure? Many Latin Ameri- 
cans believe that this will be the case. They 
recall that, with one dubious and unim- 
portant exception, not one of the great 
powers which still possess strong armies 
and navies has any treaty with any other 
power providing for compulsory arbitration 
of ali disputes of a character likely to be- 
come a casus belli, and they do not think 
that the United States is as yet ready to 
surrender the advantage which itS over- 
whelming military superiority gives it. 
Should this prove to be the case, however, 
the progress of the conference is likely to 
be accompanied in Latin America by a re- 
crudescence of hostility toward the 
Yankees. Mr. Hoover's tour may furnish 
a valuable simultaneous offset to this. 
s > _ 

If peopie were strictly logical, of course, 
the mere corporeal presence of our future 
~hief Executive in the capital of one coun- 
try or another would cause no alteration in 
the popular attitude. His visit to Buenos 
Aires will not lower our tariff barriers 
against Argentine products, nor can he by 
going to Chile and Peru offset the bad im- 
pression ieft by our attempt to settie the 
Tacna-Arica dispute. But humankind is 
not ruled by logic, and the fact of his pres- 
ence will seem a compliment which is an 
augury of happier days to come. Those 
who were in Cuba when President Coolidge 
visited Havana last winter testified to the 
remarkabie effect of his visit in silencing, 
at ieast for the time being. the anti-Ameri- 
canism which was so general among the 
people of the island. In the long run, of 
eourse, what is done at Washington is what 
counts. The memory of a pleasant visit 
may be wiped out very quickly if our Ma- 
rines shoot a few Nicaraguans or our State 
Department finds it’s necessary to “take a 
firm line” with the Mexican Government. 
Mr. Hoover is entitled at present to the 
benefit of the doubt. What he said about 
Latin-American policy during the cam- 
paign, with its emphasis on the right of 
American investors, Was hot very reassur- 
ing, but the sebering effect of having final 
responsibility may cause him to do better 
than his words would indicate. He will 
at any rate take office with a better first- 
hand knowledge of Latin-American affairs, 
thanks to the happy inspiration of this 
journey, than any other President of recent 
times.

SOCCER REFEREE 
IN CHARGE HERE 


By Dent McSkimming 
Oscar Mossman, the German- 
bred referee who was given a trial 


Soccer 
League match a few days ago, has 
made such a distinct hit with both 
fans and officials that he has been 
installed as the referee in chief, 
supplanting Dave Sutherland, who 
is reported to have resigned. 

Mossman broke into the game 
here under what might be regard- 
ed as adverse conditions. He was 
entirely unknown in this country 
and had only some clippings from 
German newspapers to support his 
claim that he was a first division 
referee in Europe. These clippings 
indicated that he had handled not 


only league gamer but several in- 
ternational matches. At the solici- 
tation of Billy Foley, manager of 
the Ben Millers, Mossman was per- 
mitted to referee the annual Old 
Timers’ charity match last Febru- 
ary. His work was so satisfactory 
that Foley urged his appointment 
as a professional league referee. 
He finally got his chance three 
weeks ago, handling one game of 
the league double-header. Last 
Sunday he was asked to work both 
games and President Barker later 
announced that he will heceforth 
handle all games. 
All Eyes and Legs. 

Mossman’s success appears to be 
due not alone to extreme vigilance 
but to excellent judgment and un- 
hesitating action. He quickly con- 
vinced the players that he is thor- 
oughly conversant with all the 
tricks of the game, so that even 
the most dextrous has been unable 
to get away with vetied fouls. His 
aim, apparently, is to stamp out 
rough play and to keep the game 
sailing along at top speed. Thus. 
after calling a foul, he quichily 
warns the offend<r, places the ball 
for the free kick, races up the 
field and blows the whistle for t*1e 
resumption of play. His energetic 
action sets an example for te 
players with the result that there 
is little or no “jawing’’ at the of- 
ficial. In spite of the fact that 
he has not yet mastered the En- 
glish language, his warnings -re s9 
explicit that they seldom require 
extended explanation. 

Keeps Close to Play. 

Usually, he keeps to a position 
at one side of the field, rarely ap- 
proaching the center. He runs up 
and down, from one goal line to 
another, shifting with the play, 
close enough to see all that tran- 
spires but never so close as to ob- 
struct the players. Small of stat- 
ure, but wirey and active, he finds 
no difficulty in keeping continual- 
ly on the move. He is about “0 
years of age. 

Casting about for a better ref- 
eree has proved a very profitable 
move on the part of the league of- 
ficials. If the team managers 
would show some of the same spirit 
and go North or East and get three 
or four polished European-trained 
players the attraction at Sports- 
man’s Park would be worth going 
to see.

The effect upon nationality of 
marriage to a foreigner; national- 
ity in so far as it is derived from 
parentage (more often from the 
father's line only, except in the 
case of illegitimate children, when 
nationality is derived from the 
mother): effect of marriage upon 
naturalization requirements: effect 
of naturalization upon the nation- 
ality of other members of the fam- 
ily; whether nationality is based 
clgarly on the principle of jus sol!
